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doesn’t have all of his corn land 

plowed by the 20th of May include 
hard-ground listing and planting the corn 
after the disk. There are certain soils in 
which either method may grow a good 
crop of corn. 

Hard-ground listing should only follow 
corn or beans, and should be used in areas 
where the sub-soil is porous. A strip of 
land the width of two or three counties, 
in western Iowa and much of eastern Ne- 
braska and northwestern Missouri, has a 
Marshall silt loam that can be listed suc- 
cessfully. 

Some farmers are of the opinion that 
hard-ground listing saves about half the 
labor up to the time of planting. There 
may be a little more disking to be done 
before the land is ready to list. But a 
two-bottom tractor will pull a two-row 
lister covering a seven-foot strip thru the 
field, while the plow cuts only 28 to 32 
inches,

Yields for hard-ground listed corn 
at the United States Department of 
Agriculture experiment station at 
Clarinda, Iowa, were about 11 per 
cent less than on plowed and surface 
planted corn in 1943, but the stand 
of corn had 12 per cent fewer stalks 
per acre, which might account for the 
smaller yield. 


There are some stand hazards for hard- 
ground listing that should be taken into 
consideration when planting corn. If the 
ordinary rate of planting is three kernels 
to the hill in 42-inch rows, a 3% average 
for listed corn might be about right. That 
means kernels 12 inches apart in drilled 
corn. 

Crusting is one difficulty encountered 
in the listing of corn. A hard rain may 
run the soil together so the corn can’t 
spike thru. The best time to break the 
crust is just as the ground begins to be- 
come dry. 

Some farmers use a specially made har- 
row to break the crust, and also kill a 
crop of weeds at the same time. Others 
have had good results with driving a corn 
planter thru the rows with the runners 
set at a shallow depth. 

Listing should be done on the contour. 
The practice of listing up and down the 
hills, and then putting in cross rows to 
carry off the water, will save the stand

of corn, but not the soil itself. However, 
when hillsides were listed on the contour, 
the Clarinda station found that less of 
the soil was lost than with plowing and 
surface planting. 

Cultivation of listed corn is more diffi- 
cult unless special cultivators of the disk 
type are available. But many acres of 
listed corn are cultivated each year with 
ordinary shovel cultivators. Some prefer 
them 

Another short-cut, disking instead of 
plowing for corn, reduced the labor about 
40 per cent in experiments made at Iowa 
State College. On certain types of soils, 
and following certain crops, the difference 
in yields was very small. 


The experiments at Ames indicate 
seed-beds prepared with a disk can 
be used following corn or soybeans. 
Results have shown up best on Cla- 
rion soils, which is the usual type on 
the higher ground in central and 
northern Iowa. 


At least two diskings with a tandem disk 
are necessary to prepare a seed-bed for 
corn. If the trash isn’t cut up fine and 
mixed with the surface soil, perhaps an- 
other disking would be necessary. Planters 
of the type with stub runners, disk runners 
or shallow furrow openers should be used. 

Weeds may be a problem where the land 


is not plowed and the trash is left on the 
surface. Cultivators with wide sweeps 
were used in the Ames experiments. An 
extra cultivation might be necessary, but 
even then there would be a considerable 
labor saving over plowing. 

Comparisons of yields between seed- 
beds which were prepared with the plow 
and with the disk were made at Iowa 
State College in 1939. On land in soy- 
beans the previous year, the yield was 
60.9 bushels on the plowed land and 58.2 
bushels on the disked land. On land in 
corn the previous year, the yield was 85.9 
bushels for the plowed land and &3.1 
bushels where the seed-bed was made with 
the disk. 


Iowa State College men say yield 
differences are not significant. Cer- 
tainly, they are not significant to the 
farmer who could use one of the short- 
cuts and get his corn planted in May, 
when the usual seed-bed preparation 
meant not getting the corn planted 
until June. 


Earlier planting and the saving of labor 
are the advantages that could be claimed 
for listing or disking for corn. Late plant- 
ing means smaller yields, as a rule, and 
there is always danger of frost hurting 
the quality of the corn. 

In Illinois experiments, corn planted in 
June yielded 10.3 bushels per acre below 
May plantings. That result and the added 
chance of poor quality might make the 
short-cuts in preparing the seed-bed for 
corn a good risk.

HEN a man _ comes 

back from the army or 
navy, and wants to farm, he 
needs some help. So Grover 
Hill, assistant to the War 
Food Administrator, is asking the extension 
service to set up a committee in every county 
to provide advice and assistance. 

Appointing the committee is easy enough. 
All the county agent has to do is to name the 
existing tenant-purchase committee of farm- 
ers. They know land values and rentals. 

But a lot more than this is needed. Congress 
should turn over all federal farm land to the 
ISA tenant-purchase division and get ready 
to split this land up into family-sized farms. 
New irrigated land should be handled in the 
same way. 

At present, however, congress is badgering 
ISA to get rid of all the land it now owns. 
In northern Towa, there is a tract of 10,000 
acres that should be kept for distribution as 
part of the post-war program for service men. 

When the prison camp at Algona is broken 
up after the war, the buildings should be used 
as a source of material for improvement of 
this federally owned Kossuth county land. A 
lot of fine farms could be created in that area. 

Why on earth should congress give orders 
to sell off big tracts like this now, and then 
try to buy other land later in order to provide

MORTGAGE DEBT 
GROWING 


This period of war prosperity, with net 
farm income higher than ever before in his- 
tory, is the time when mortgages should be 
paid off. 


Yet the latest government report shows 
that the mortgage debt on Iowa farms was 
slightly greater in early 1943 than in early 
1940. 


Over the nation as a whole, farm mort- 
gages have been cut, altho not as much as 
is desirable. But Iowa, Minnesota, Indiana, 
and some of the southern states, have actually 
increased their mortgage load. 

Much of this increase is caused by buying 
land with a small down payment. 

For 1944—which may be the last year of 
war prices—the rule should be: 

Buy no land; stock up on war bonds; pay 
off the mortgage. 





HE United States senate 

has again done a good 
turn to agriculture. The 
house of representatives 
killed the school lunch pro- 
gram and left Farm Security out of the appro- 
priation bill. 

The senate has approved both items. No- 
body knows yet whether the house will follow 
its lead. 

From the farm standpoint, the school lunch 
program move 
eggs, milk and other products into consump- 
tion on a big scale.’ Even now, with 40 per 
cent of city families having less buying power 
than the war, the lunch program is 
important. After the war, it may be vital to 
farm income to have a system like this in 
operation and ready for expansion. 

The Farm Security Administration has, of 
course, done a remarkable job in increasing 
production among low-income farm families 
and in building up the efficiency and morale 
of such families. In 1943, the 
production on FSA farms were greater than 
the increases on the average farms. 

3ut the main merit of FSA is that it is the 
one agency which reaches and helps the farm 
families that need help worst. 

This congress, by killing crop insurance, 
whittling down AAA, threatening TVA, and 
failing to consider the post-war needs of agri- 
culture in other ways, has made an unsatis- 
factory record. The action of the senate 
gives it a last-minute opportunity to do a little 
better.

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‘‘Less Meat 
Later On” 


WU YASHINGTON, D. C.—A wave of 
optimism that swept the capital 
after the OPA removed all meats ex- 
cept beef roasts and steaks from the 
ration list is being followed by a 
wave of concern. 

Reports reaching here indicate that 
the public generally has adopted the 
assumption that the food picture is 
bright, and that rationing of all kinds 
is just about a thing of the past. 


Food authorities believe they 
could have done a better job of 
explaining the recent rationing 
moves. 


Removal of most meats from ra- 
tioning, announced by Price Admin- 
istrator Chester Bowles in words of 
extreme optimism, got a big play in 
newspapers thruout the land. Some 
stories went so far as say that 
rationing was on its way out. 

The thing was handled 
caused a stir at the WEA, particular- 
lv in the office of Administrator 
Marvin Jones. While he had approved 
i helieved the 
announcement too optimistic.

Bowles’ action, Jones 


So Jones and his press agents 
got together and drafted a state- 
ment on the food situation. This 
pointed out that the food situa- 
tion was good now, but warned 
that “because we have plenty 
now, it does not necessarily fol- 
low that we'll have plenty later.” 


Jones praised farmers for past pro- 
duction efforts. They and livestock 
producers, he said, made ration lib- 
eralization actions possible by “hard 
work, determination and ingenuity.” 
3ut in pointing to the future, he said: 

“Too many are prone to take a food 
supply for granted. It will be even 
harder to meet our needs this year 
than last. Spring plantings have 
been delayed by unseasonable weath- 
er and too much rain. 


“Not as many people are on 
farms as before the war, and 
many young men capable of do- 
ing hard farm work are in the 
armed forces and the factories, 
attracted to the latter by higher 
pay and shorter hours. Farm ma- 
chinery is wearing out.” 


“The demand for other needs has 
made it impossible to get the farm 
machinery that is needed to replace 
the men who have left the farms and 
to replace the worn-out equipment.” 


Lifting of meat rationing on all 
cuts except beef roasts and steaks 
was made necessary, in fact, by a 
combination of shortages. These in- 
clude a shortage of oceanic shipping 
space for moving supplies of pork 
ear-marked for lend-lease; a shortage 
of cold storage space for holding the 
extra production for possible future 
needs, and a shortage of livestock 
feed.

plowed deep and close to the corn. 

Deep and shallow cultivation have 
been compared in recent years. Ex- 
perimenters found that any kind of 
cultivation that killed weeds raised 
big crops of corn. Cutting the weeds 
off at the top of the ground with a 
hoe produced some of the biggest 
yields 

“Cultivate corn to get the weeds” 
is now an accepted practice by most 
of our farmers. That means, adjust 
the depth of the cultivator so it will 
churn the ground enough to kill the 
weeds in whatever stage they may 
happen to be. 


If the weeds are just coming 
thru. and you have to look close 
to see them, cultivation can be 
very shallow. The harrow or ro- 
tary hoe might kill the weeds. 


But, if two weeks of wet weather 
has almost set a foxtail sod, then the 
cultivator must be set deep enough 
to destroy the grass. In such cases, 
the depth would probably :atisfy the 
old-time corn raiser.

The heat period in cows lasts from 
to 29 hours, according to Flack, 
with the average heat period a little 
ess than 17 hours. The heat period 
: defined as the time when the cow 
will stand to be mounted. 


Cows are more likely to come 
in heat in the morning than in 
the evening, the experiment indi- 
cated. Morning heat was ob- 
served in 61 per cent of the cows 
and afternoon heat in 39 per 
cent. 


4 good rule for farmers to follow, 


according to these experiments, is | 


to breed cows late in the afternoon 
of the same day, if they come in heat 
inthe forenoon. If they come in heat 

the afternoon, breed them the 
next day. 

Cows bred at the right time in the 
heat period may fail to get with calf 
if breeding is too soon after calving, 
according to George Trimberger, pro- 
fessor of dairy husbandry at Nebras- 

University. 

Cows should never be bred before 
f' days after calving, says Trimber- 
ger, and 70 to 80 days after calving 
s the ideal time. If cows do get 
with calf too soon after calving, re- 
tained afterbirth is often a result. 

Cows that appear to be _ settled 
three weeks after breeding should be 
watched closely for the next three 
weeks, Trimberger warned. The pla- 
centa is not formed until 29 days 
after conception. If anything happens 
toit, the cow will come in heat again 
at about the six-week period. 

A bloody discharge, indicated by 
blood on the tail, is not a sign of 
heat, Trimberger said, but is a sign 
that heat has passed two days and 
Menstruation has begun. Careful ob- 
servation and accurate records of 
previous heat periods will help the 

yman detect these periods in 
cows, 


Overworking the bull may be 
another cause for cows to fail to 
Settle. Even in small herds, sev- 
eral cows may come in heat with- 
ina day or two. If the bull is 
running with the cows, he will 
almost certainly overdo himself 
in the early part of the first 
cow's heat period. 


Better results will be obtained if 
the bull is kept away from the cows, 


and one or two services permitted to 
fach cow during the middle or latter |

One of the men said: “I don’t know 
what is wrong, but they are surely 
piling up.” 

I had forced the brooder too fast. 
and an ether wafer had “blown up” 
and my good little chicks were pass 
ing out We pushed them out into 
the air by armfuls and dipped some 
little heads in cool water. 

Actually, we only lost two, but the 
moral of the story is to let a brooder 
heat gradually and not try to kill 
your chicks with kindness 


And, by the way, that broiler 
sale was very satisfactory. On 
the day that the chicks were nine 
weeks old, 132 of them weighed 
281 pounds—almost two and one- 
fifth pounds per bird. 


We have a nice lot left for our own 
use.

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Caught Nearly Four 
Years Later 


Nearly four years elapsed between 
the time of the robbery of Ted Hum- 
phrey’s store in Plymouth, Cerro 
Gordo county, Iowa, and the capture 
of the robber. 

It was in January, 1940, that James 
Pillors, Negro, walked into Hum- 
phrey’s store to buy a dime’s worth 
of cookies, and, as it later developed, 
look the place over to make plans for 
the robbery. 

The next morning, when Humphrey 
came down to open the store, he 
found that practi- 
cally all the mer- 
chandise on _ his 
dry goods shelves 
had been removed 
thru a broken rear 
window. 

He promptly no- 
tified the office 
of the sheriff of 
Cerro Gordo coun- 
ty. Shortly there- 
| after, a few pairs 

of hosiery and a 
part of the stolen 
yard goods were 
recovered at the home of another 
Negro in Plymouth. The occupant of 
the house stated the merchandise 
had been left there by Pillors. 

From some pictures of Pillors 
which the sheriff had on file, Hum- 
phrey was able to certify that Pillors 
was the man who had been in the 
store the afternoon prior to the rob- 
bery. A picture of the suspect was 
in the sherift’s file because of the 
fact that Pillors had served three 
terms previously on felony charges. 

From that date on, Pillors made 
himself very hard to find, but the law 
finally caught up with him in Minne- 
apolis, Minn., in late 1943. 

Pillors stood trial in the district 
court at Mason City, Towa, and was 
found guilty after a jury trial. Judge 
T. A. Beardmore sentenced him to 
serve not to exceed ten years in the 
penitentiary at Fort Madison, and 
Humphrey thereupon collected the 
$50 Service Bureau reward. 











James Pillors 


A Satin of What 
Can Be Proved 


A farmer whom we will call A 
owned and lived on a farm. 8B, 
a grandson, also lived on the 
farm and operated it, paying $800 
yearly rental by verbal agree- 
ment. A died in July, 1942, and 
left the farm to B and five of his 
brothers. B continued on the 
farm, claiming he had an agree- 
ment with A that he was not to 
pay rent for the year March 1, 
1942, to March 1, 1943. Can the 
other heirs force B to pay rent 
for 1942-1943, since there was no 
written lease and nothing to 
prove he was not to pay rent? 


Assuming that an administrator 
was appointed for A’s estate, it would 
be up to the administrator, not the 
to collect any rent due. He 
have to sue Bif B 


heirs, 
would probably 
refused to pay. 

It’s hard to predict what the out- 
come of such a suit might be without 
being familiar with all the circum- 
stances. For instance, it is possible 
that A, apparently an elderly person, 
was an invalid for a time prior to 
his death, and B took care of him. 
Such circumstances, or some other 
reasons why A might have excused 
B from paying rent, would lend sup- 
port to B’s claim that no rent was 
due. Law suits are, at best, uncertain 
and expensive.
